WASHINGTON — James Earl Ray’s 
irothers deny they conspired with him in 
he murder of Dr. Martin Luther King Jr. 
nd the House Assassinations Committee 
las disclosed no proof for its suggestion 
hat they might have. 

Jerry Ray denied to the committee 
resterday that he is the mysterious 
jRaoul” James Earl Ray has implicated 
h the assassination. John Ray, according 
o his attorney, was to make the same 
lenial today. 

The attorney, James Lesar, indicated 
hat John also would deny — as Jerry 
lid yesterday — that the three brothers 
obbed an Alton* 111., bank of $25,000 on 
uly 13, 1967. 

The committee said two weeks ago it 
relieves money from that robbery helped 
inance James Earl’s escape to Europe 
fter King’s assassination in Memphis 
tpril 4, 1968. 

Committee investigator Mark Speiser 
yarned Jerry Ray as he took the witness 
tand yesterday that the committee has 
^formation he may have been “a co- 
pnspirator or otherwise involved” in 
Ling’s assassination. 

“You’ve uncovered evidence that I 
i/as involved?” Ray asked. 

“We have received information which 
s/ould suggest that you were involved in 
he assassination directly or indirectly or 
rerhaps facilitated the means by which it 
Dok place,” Speiser replied. 

Chief Counsel G. Robert Blakey indi- 
ated the information is from witnesses 
/ho say that at key points before the 
ssassination James Earl Ray told them 
f dealings with “my brother.” 

James Earl pleaded guilty to King’s 
illing and is in prison but contends he is 
mocent He says he was set up to take 
ie blame by joining what he thought 
/as only a gunrunning operation direct- 
d by RaouL 


But contrary to tones Earl’s claim 
that Raoul called him to Birmingham and K 
then Memphis for what turned out to be • 

King’s assassination, Blakey said James \ 

Earl told witnesses at a bar he was called N 
by “my brother.” \ 

Jerry Ray contended the truth is just 
the opposite: That James Earl always NJ 
referred to Raoul as “my brother” to 
cover up the gunrunning operation. ^ 

Jerry was not asked about sworn 
statements by James Earl’s onetime 
attorney, Percy Foreman, that James 
Earl told him Jerry was in Birmingham 
when James Earl bought the rifle al- 
legedly used in the assassination. 

Jerry has denied Foreman’s allegation 
and says work records show he was at 
his job as a night watchman at ail Illinois 
country club at the time. 
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attorneys, Jerry acknowledged he has 
Hed to reporters and book writers and 
may have lied to the FBI. 

At the conclusion of yesterday’s hear- 
ing, Florynce Kennedy, one of two attor- 
neys accompanying Ray, protested that 
after “grilling” him for hours the commit- | 
tee would allow Ray and them only five 
minutes to give their views. 

“It is impossible to make any compre- 
hensive response,” she said.
